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Drew’s One Man Show 


Progressive Conservative Leader George 
Drew will not make an impressive appeal 
to the Canadian people until he begins to 
depict his party as more of a team and 
less of a one man show. 

Every fair-minded person will admit 
that Mr. Drew added to the effectiveness 
of the house of commons when he entered 
it because the intelligently critical nature 
of his opposition kept the government on 
its toes. 

A lively opposition is always an asset. 

But the liveliness of an opposition can 
be an asset whether its criticism is con- 
structive or destructive, whether its 
spokesmen are few or many. 

Thus it was enough, for purposes of 
opposition, that Mr. Drew, occasionally 
abetted by Mr. Diefenbaker, was continu- 
ally on the government's neck. 

3ut this limited arrangement, satis- 
factory in opposition, is not sufficient 
foundation for the establishment of a gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Drew could oppose in solitary live- 
liness. To govern he would require a team. 

Where is that team? Of whom is it 
composed? 


All we hear about is Mr. Drew. Who 
else is on his side? 

The Liberals, on the other hand, offer 
a well-organized and well-known team for 
the approval or rejection of the people. 

With the Liberals, the public knows 
every player. The name of everyone in 
the cast is on the program. 

Thus the public is enah’ed to vote, not 
merely for Louis St. Laurent, hut for a 
complete cabinet of rather remarkable 
capacity, whose members are known, most 
of them favorably, by their records, 

This country does not take kindly to 
one-man government, It remembers only 
too well and with distaste when the late 
Viscount Bennett was prime minister, how 
the personalities of his cabinet were un- 
happily submerged in his own. 

If Mr. Drew hopes to appeal success- 
fully to the Canadian people he will an- 
nounce in a general way the personnel of 
a hypothetical cabinet. 

He will assure Canadians that the pres- 
ent indication of going back to Bennett 
dictatorship is something less than a jus- 
tifiable fear. 


Now We Go on Water Rations 


The announcement that restrictions 
will be imposed on the use of water next 
week places sharp and unwelcome empha- 
sis on the fact that so far as water distri- 
bution is concerned this city has made no 
progress in a year, 

It is the same old story. 

When householders complained in 1948 
about their lawns and gardens drying out 
for lack of water, they were told that the 
distribution system was nqt adequate to 
the load 

They were told that the use of water 
on lawns and gardens reduced the pressure 
to such a point as to constitute a grave 
fire risk.

The Book of Common Prayer was 
revised in 1552 when many im- 
portant changes were made, Abol- 
ished in the reign of Mary Tudor 
it was re-introduced in 1559 in the 
first year of the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth with a few significant 
amendments. During the Com 
monwealth its use was strictly 
prohibited. With the restoration of 


King Charles II, it was restored 
and in an amended form it was 
annexed to the Act of Uniformity 


of 1662 and its use thus made obli- 
Gatory for all the clergy. 

The Praver Book now in use in 
Anglican churches is the book as 
amended and revised at various 
times during the last 400 years.

The Authorized Version of the 
English Bible, published in 1611

000 timber deal to be divided bet- 
ween Canada and the United 
| States on a basis as yet undisclos- 
ed. 

Mr. Howe, with his report on the 
trade situation was steering a new 
course from the one he had set 
before leaving when he told the 
House of Commons he was going 
overseas only to “take part in the 
opening of the British Industries 
Fair.” 

Even as the Trade Minister was 
leaving, a press release from the 
National Liberal Federation had 
contradicted his statement to the 
Commons with the explanation he 
was Sailing for Great Britain to 
“discuss trade problems of the two 
countries.” 

Despite Trade Minister Howe's 
rosy prediction of bettering trade 
relations with Britain as a result 
of his trip, he was once more re- 
versed by his own Bureau of 
Statistics, A statistics release in- 
advertently timed for Mr, Howe's 
return showed a decline of $36,000,- 
000 in trade with Britain for the 
first quarter of the year. 


DROP TOO GREAT 


The trade drop already had eat- 
en up more than the total of the 
deals which Mr. Howe had promis- 
ed vaguely on his return. 

At best, Mr. Howe's promised 


deals, as he himself had explained | 


them, could realize no more than 
$25,000,000. This would leave trade 
returns still $11,000,000 short of 
the sharp drop in the first part of 
the year alone, 

Thus, while Mr. St. Laurent’s
